These new guns are designed to give 
the sbips protection against long- 
range torpedo discharge. Provision is 
aleo made for other changes intended 
te Keep the batteries of the ships in 
the highest state of efficiency. Nine 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars is 
appropriated for torpedoes and the 
converting of torpedo boats.

Two hundred and fifty -seven students 
‘of Clemson ¢dllege were this morn- 
Ape dismissed from: the institution. 
This number, with the 49 members of 
the junior class dismfssed:on Saturday, 
aggregates 305 dismissea on account 
of the All Fools’ day escapade, when 
309 cadets absented° themselves from 
the campus, drélls and classes from 
7:45 ja. m. untit 6 p. m:. Of the 309 
participants only four were not dia- 
missed. One of these was suspended 
until September, one-ac@quitted of the 
charge and two-will be eaalt with by 
the commandant. — 

The testimony in the cases of these 
young men differed widely from the 
testimony in the other. cases. The 
discipline committeé met Jast night at 
8 o'clock in the president's office. The 
session lasted until f* O'clock this 
morning, when it was announced the 
committee had. determined upon pun- 
ishment for the pafticipants in the 
escapade. 

Committee tn Cession a Week. 

The committee has been holding ses- 
sions three times a day! excepting 
Sunday, since Jast Wedmnesday—one 
week ago. At 7445 o'clock this morn- 
ing. when the corps formed in line -for 
their regular daily dril], Commandant 
Minus had his ad? of" ublish an or- 
der directing the participants in the 
in ‘at the quarter- 
mastér’s ‘department all college and 
government properties in their posses- 
sion. 

After all the property had been turn- 
ed in to the quartermaster, the boys, as 
directed by Commandant Minus, ¢dn- 
gregwated in the chapel. After all the 
cadets of the institution were seated, 
and after the regular chapel services 
were concluded, President Mell made a 
short talk, stating that, though he was 
sorry for the boys dismissed, yet dis- 
cipline had to be preserved. When he 
had finished, he handed Cadet Adjutant 
Tindal} an order to be published at 
once. This order provided for the dis- 
missal from the college of 43 mem- 
bersiof the preparatory class, 132 mem- 
bers of the freshman class and 82 
members of the sophomore class. The 
majority of the dismissed cadets have 
been anticipating such a sentence for 
several days. ) 
tf The faculty will be compelled to re- 
vise ithe classes now. Many sections in 
the freshmen and sophomore classes 
were almost totally wiped out. The 
revisions are now being made, and 
everwthing is progressing smoothly 
and without friction. 

There are about 400 students left in 
the institution.

Foes of the Measures Were Balked 
Effort to Give Final Death 
Blow and ‘There Is Possibil- 
ity of Another Vote by 
the Senate.

Albany, N. Ys April 8.—The vote of 
Senator Owen Cassidy, of Schuyler, re- 
publican, late today,. caused a tie vote 
of 25 to 25, and defeated, for the time 
at least, the two Agnew-Hart bills em- 
bodying’ the recommendation of Gov- 
ernor Hughes that legal protection be 
abolished which since 1895 has pro- 
tected public gambling at race tracks, 
whereas it is a felony elsewhere in 
the state. 

Lieutenant Governor Chanler, in the 
chair, by casting his vote to break the 
tie upon a parliamentary motion, which 
but for him would. have resulted in 
killing the .bills for the rest of the 
session, saved them for another vote 
at the discretion of their introducer, 
Senator Agnew, at any time when the 
order of business permits him to call 
up the matter. The importance of this 
parliamentary proceeding may prove 
very great, and if the friends of 
the bill can win a vote from the op- 
position and at the same time hold 
the twenty-five they had today, they 
might yet pass the bills and send them 
to the governor. 

Hughes Bitterly Disappointed. 

Governor Hughes made no secret of 
his disappointment over the result of 
the day’s struggle. He would not inti- 
mate what®measures he would adopt 
in. the, prémises, but that he regards 
the matter as far from settled he made 
clear by the following statement is- 
sued in the executive chombBer to-* 
night: 

“It is impossible to believe that the 
people will permit the plain mandate 
of the constitution to be ignored, The 
contest has not ended. It has only be- 
gun. It will continue until the will, 
of the people has been obeyed.” —~ 

The vote came at the end of a day 
so dramatic and intense that people 
who have been about the capitol for 
a generation say they remember noth- 
ing like it. Until the vote of Senator 
Wilcox, last on the list, was cast 
against the bills, the result was ap- 
parently in doubt, although for three 
days the opposition has expressed con- 
fidence that he would vote as he 
actually did. 

Senator Bitterly Disappointed. 
~ The most remarkable feature of the 
day involved the mysterious absence of 
Senator Fancher of Cattaraugus. He 
was known to intend to support the 
bills, and his vote was indispensable 
to their passage. Messengers searchéd 
for him all the morning, without re- 
sult, and the charge was freely made 
by the supporters of the bills that his 
absence was involuntary, and would

Washington, April 8.—President 
Roosevelt today made public hig letter 
of April 2d to the attorney general di- 
reoting proceedings by injunction to 
compel certain railroads of the south 
to furnish equal accommodations to 


white and negro passengers. 
The Vresident’s Letter. 

The text of the president's letter is 
as follows: 

“To' the Department of Justice: I for- 
ward herewith the report of the inter- 
state commerce commission containing 
its order of June 27, 1907, and the re- 
port of the failure of the railroad com- 
panies to obey this order, under date 
of March 26, 1908, together with a let- 
ter of the commission of April |,. |908. 
It appears that the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and SM. Louis Railway Company 
hag not complied with the order of tne 
commission to furnish the same facil- 
dties to colored paissengerg paying first- 
class fare that are furnished to white 
passengers paying first-class fare. From 
time to time various complaints have 
been made to me by reputable colored 
people to the effect that the accommo- 
dations furnished to colored persons on 
certain railwayg are filthy and inade- 
quate compared to the same accommo- 
dations furnished to white passengers 
paying the same fare. The commission 
has taken what is unquestionably the 
ground; that where separate ac- 
commodations are provided for white 
and colored passengers the accommoda- 
tions for colored passengers shall be as 
g00d as those furnished to white pas- 
sengers for the same money. 

Accommodations Must Be Equal. 


“In other worth, while there is noth- 
ing in the law which forbidg separate 
accommodations, these accommodations 
must be equal. This principle of equal- 
ity of accommodations is set out ex- 
plicitly in various state laws. For in- 
stance, the code of the state of Ala- 
bama provides that there shall be 
‘equal but separate accommodatioms for 
the white and colored races, by pro- 
viding two or more passenger cars [or 
each passenger train, or by dividing 
the passenger cars by partitions.’ The 
action of the commission has simply 
been to insist that’ the accommodations 
be equal in convVeni@nce and comfort, 
for the same money, whereever the sep- 
aration is made, 

‘In this particular case where tie 
railway has neglected to comply with the 
order of the commission it is important 
that compliance with this order be im- 
medately obtained. I suggest that you 
proceed to enforce the order by injunc- 
tion proceedings uniess in your judg- 
ment some other course is preferabie.

Washington, April 8.—By unanimous 
vote the house committee on the judi- 
clary today agreed to report favorably 
the “paper trust’’ resolutions intro- 
duced April 2, by Speaker Cannon.

Dispensary Commission of 
South Carolina Given That

Asheville, N. C., April 8.—The South 
Carolina dispensary commission is 
practically given five days by the 
United States circuit court in which to 
decide whether or not it will comply

ACAINST CASTRO! TO TAKE VESSEL 


Remarkable Piracy and Murder 
in South Seas 


MADE TO LEAP OVERBOARD 


With Tomahawk, the Mutiners 
Foreed Officers to Jump Inte 
the Sea — The Vessel Was 
Finally Wrecked and 
Mutiners Captured. 


Victoria, B. C.,, April. 8—News was 
brought by the steamship Marama, 
which arrived last night, of a remark- 
able piracy and murder in the South 
seas. The captain and mate of a Cal- 
lao schooner were attacked with a 
toinahawk and. force@d to jump over- 
board by Joseph Mortimer, a Belgian; 
J. Taylor, of Manchester, and G. Jack-| 
son, of Londen, who then stole the 
schooner, the Neuvre Tigre of Callao, 
and. started for Australia. The vessel 
was wrecked in the Gilbert islands, 
where she was found by Captain Mar- 
shall, of the trading schooner Laurel, 
who reported the piracy and murder 
to the authorities at Suva, where the 
men were ‘made prisoners. Jackson 
later confessed. He said: 

“The schooner’ sailed under the 
Italian flag, being owned by the mas- 
ter and mate, both of whom were 
forced to Jump overboard. 

“The schooner gailed out of Callao 
early in November, last, having on 
board a crew of five, the captain and 
mate, the cook (a Belgian), Joseph 
Mortimer and myself as cabin boy, and 
J. Taylor. 

“The vessel had only got about 14 
miles off the coast the first day from 
Callao, when the cook made an attack 
on the mate and captain. He rushed 
at the mate first and struck him on 
the head with a tomahawk. He was 
felled by the blow, but quickly re- 
covered himself and took to; the rig- 
ging. The captain, hearing the scufffie, 
came out of the eabin, and he was 
immediately felled by a blow. 

‘Immediately afterwards the cook 
got his gun and forced the first mate. 
then the skipper, to jump overboard. 
The mate sank, but the skipper struck 
out for the shore, distant I4 miles, and 
Jackson threw Aim a plank. The cook 
threatened Jackson. who agreed to as- 
sist in working the schooner. The 
cargo was jettisoned and they started 
for Australia. The vessel finally went 
ashore in the Gilbert group.”

Asquith, who had been -summoned 
from London. Mr. Asquith first ten- 
dered to his majesty his resignation 
as chancellor of the exchequer, and 
immediately thereafter he kissed the 
hand of the king on his appointment 
to the post of prime minister and first 
lord of the treasury. 

It is officially announced that King 
Edward will leave Biarritz April 158 
in order to hold a privy council in 
London on the [6th. The new minis- 
ters probably will have their first 
audience of the king on this occasion, 
as it is understood that Mr. Asquith 
was able to submit a list of his main 
appointments to his majesty during the 
audfence of this morning. Mr. Asquith 
is expected in London tomorrow, when 
he will complete his ministry. 

Changes in Cabinet. 


The latest information in well- 
informed circles points to the strong 
possibility of the retirement of Lord 
Loreburn, lord high chancellor, who it 
is understood does not stand very high 
in the estimation of Mr. Asqutth, and 
the appointment of R. B. Haldane, 
secretary of state for war, to this post 
with the peerage attachment. It is 
known that Mr. Haldane is ready to 
leave the war offices. He would have 
liked to become ehaneellor of the ex- 
chequer, but it is apparent that David 
Lioyd-George, president of the board 
of trade, has the keys to that office in 
his pocket. In the event of Mr. Hal- 
dane going to the upper house, Win- 
ston Churchill, under secretary of the 
colonial offices, will most Ifkely get 
the war offices, which would be much 
more congenial to him than the board 
of trade. 


Asquith Is Cengratulated. 


Herbert H. Asquith is receiving con- 
Sratulations on his appointment as pre- 
mier. He had several audiences during 


lunching and dining with his majesty.

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CAPITALIZING WAR SCARES. 


| Whether the pending naval inquiry does or does not develop any well 
authenticated scandalous conduct—and there has been enough already—it 
satisfies us of one thing: There has been too much useless and extravagant 
waste of public funds in the details of navy building. 

We need a navy, a good and reasonable navy, such as we have, compris- 
ing a sufficient number of battleships, cruisers and gunboats to perform the 
necessary functions of naval service in time of peace, as well as to be 
prepared for any unforeseen emergency. 

But this building of fleets of torpedo boats and submarines year after 
year, whose launching is but the beginning of a comparatively brief voyage 
to the scrap heap, strikes us as the height of naval folly. 

Millions of dollars are tied up in craft that are useless except in actual 
naval tonflict. Truly, it’s a good thing for the builders. 

They have grown rich capitalizing war scares! 

Some rowdies on the Pacific coast attack some Japanese. Immediately 
there are predictions of war wjth Japan. Yellow newspapers are easy and 
willing vehicles for the war scare propaganda. Result: Orders to the build- 
ers for a score of new torpedo boats and a dozen or so submarines. 

If the investigators could get at the true’source of the war talk, we 
doubt not they would discover that stocks and bonds had been issued 
- upon it. 
| From the me in which the government has gone into the construc- 
tion, or contrac& for construction, of this class of craft, one would imagine 
the war crater was already in subterranean action. ale 

But there is no war cloud on our horizon, nor is there likely to be. The 
chances are the present set of torpedo boats and submarines, and their suc- 
cessors, will have turned to junk:-before: we are even threatened. 

Of course, nobody is going to deny the fact that war is a possibility, 
though extremely improbable; but the history of wars shows that it usually 
takes six Months to a year to get up to the shooting point, even after the 
chip is knocked off the other fellow's shoulder. In that time, with all our 
resources, we could float torpedo boats and submarines enough to satisfy 
the most extravagant naval enthusiast. 

But here we are tying up millions of public funds in useless machines 
which improvements quickly make obsolete, and then they are sold 
for junk. 

It’s about time to call a halt.

prate has jurisdiction over this denomination throughout the northern states, 

‘eliminate that clause in the church discipline which puts a ban upon theater- 
‘going, card playing, dancing and similar diversions, removing the churchly 
interdict against such amusements and leaving them entirely to the adjudi- 
cation of the conscience of the individual. 

An ecclesiastical ban, to be effective, must appeal to the intellect no 
less than to the sense of spiritual obligation and responsibility. In dealing 
| with evil that ts unmixed and unqualified, the churches can, and must, be 
There is no alternative, if they would fulfill their function. 

With subjects, however, that concern themselves almost wholly with in- 
| dividual temperament and judgment, that have innocently amused, uplifted® 
‘and refreshed for labor millions of people throughout history, the verdict 
must, of common sense and necessity, rest with the individual conscience. 
In the last analvsis, that ever-present monitor is, at any rate, the deciding 
‘factor. If it whispers, compellingly, 
going is sinful and destructive of tlie soul, that dancing, in the individual 
‘instance, is the parent of harm and actual transgression, there can be little 
'room for doubt that these amusements will be omitted, ban or no ban. 

| If, on the contrary, the man or woman; thirsting for legitimate and in- 
‘nocent recreation, finds himself or herself threatened with religious ostracism 
lif they indulge in the amusements common to their friends, equally innocent 
'with themselves, how long will it take to make at least some of those par- 
| ticular men or women hypocrites? How long will it take some of them to 
become, unconvinced, sinners in secret? How long will it take them, con- 
'scious of a restraint that does not appeal to their conscience or intelligence, 
to become siack in their religious lovalty; even to desert to some. other 
church allowing more individual latitude? 

The same reasoning applies, essentially, to persons of all ages, with the 
difference that as people grow older their sense of discrimination and per 
| ception grows stronger, their consciences more mandatory. 
We fear that, in the end, such a proscriptive policy can only damage the 
' church, closing its doors to and withholding its influence from thousands 
;who resent an unreasonable invasion of their personal liberty, a virtual in- 
dictment of their innate innocence. 

We do not plead that the bars should be, unqualifiedly, let down. License 
is worse than latitude. We do plead for a liberal, human relizious sentiment 
that adjusts itself to one of the greatest weaknesses in the religious fabric 
today—dogmatic intolerance.

In other words, the people should not 
he asked to choose the men for the 
legislature of 1909 until the legislature 
of 1908 is over. The reason is obvious; 
the people should know how their 
members have conducted themselves 
during thetr first terms fn office before 
being called upon ti give them @ sec- 
ond term. 

To reelect members before their term 
of service has been completed is in 
practical effect, to give them a four- 
year term instead of a two-year term. 
And, of course, this kind of system vio- 
lates the constitution.

PLANNED 


Plang were set on foot yesterday af- 
ternoon, by the Atlanta chamber of 
commerce directors to secure amend- 
ments to the present garnishment law 
of Georgia which, it ts belleved, will 
greatly benefit present conditions and 
may possibly make it .so that the 
money recently driven out of ‘Georgia 
can be brought back. 

Following the adoption of the report 
made to this board by Attorney W. A. 
Wimbish, in which he reviewed the 
present law and suggested the changes 
necessary to bring the law up to date 
and improve it all around, a second 
resolution was adopted calling for the 
appointment of a committee of five 
business men from the chamber of 
ecommerce to confer with the legisla- 
tive committee of this body and have 
the suggestions brought to the atten- 
tion of the genera! assembly in June 
with a view to having the law remedied 
at that time. 

President Candler, wno presided at 
the meeting, will appoint the commit- 
yee later. 

Law Fully Discussed. 


General discussion in regard to the 
merits and demerits of the present law 
wera entered into quite freely by the 
members present 

“It has gotten so now,” declared D. 
Woodward, of the WoodwWard Luraber 
‘company, “that many justice courts in 
the county have resolved themselves 
into nothing more nor less than collec- 
tion agenchs. 

“They serve employers with garnish- 
ment papers continuously and have be- 
come so annoying to us that we have 
employed a lawyer to look after these 
‘appearances.’” 

His remarks were met with approval, 
and President Candler said: ‘So in- 
discriminate has become this practice 
that we have had garnishment papers 
served upon us when the man sought 


was only known to be working there 
through hearesay evidence. A _ driver 


was the subject of garnishment once, 
and that was the first I knew he was 
in our employ.’’

Chairman Pearce of Firemasters 
Board Makes Statement, 


SAME POLICY IS PURSUED 


| As When Joyner Was at Head of 


Fire Department, Work Being 
Left to Discretion of Cum- 
‘mings - Firemasters to 
Meet This Morning. 


Whether the board of firemastere or 
the chief of the fire department shall 
mave actual control and complete 4di- 
rections of the real daily work of the 
Atlanta fire fighters will in al prob- 
ability be determined during a session 
of the board of firemasterg at fire 
department headquarters this morning. 

The board of firemasters is composed 


of Hon. W. R. Joyner, mayor of At- 
lanta, Wm. R. Cummings, chief of the 
Atlanta fire department, ex-officio 
members because of their poritions, and 
Councilman Johnson olf ‘the first ward, 
\Alderman Hancock of the seventn 
ward, Counciiman Johnson of the sixth 
ward and Councilman Roberts of the 
eighth ward. 

During a session of the boam Tues- 
day lasye Chief Cumming informed the 
members that some question had arisen 
as tO the extent of his authority, as to 
the fullness of his jurisdiction. The ses- 
sion was executive and just what took 
place has not been given out except s0 
much of the records as the members of 
the poard feel disposed to disclose. 

But that the members of the fire 
board were not only willing but were 
anxious to sustain and to support the 
chief was made apparent by the adop- 
tion of a series of resolutiong which 
have been given out for publication by 
Dr. BR E. Pearce, president of the fire 
board. These resolutions read: 

Cummings in Authority. 


Whereas the Atlanta fire department 
fs recognized as an efficient fire fight- 
ing machine, second in point of effi- 
clency and dscipline to none of its size 
in the country, and 

Whereas, the present high standard of 
efficiency and discipline has been at- 
tained during the previous administra- 
tion because of the signal ability. of 
our former chief and because ‘he wais 
enabled to exercise that ability in the 
selection of such men and the adoption 
of such measures as he deemed neces- 
sary, and 

Whereas, the wisdom of the former 
boards has -been fully apparent by the 
results attained, ‘therefore be it 

Resolved, That this board pursue the 
same policy that has been adopted by 
our predecessors and that we accord to 
our present chief the same latitude in 
handling the department chat was ac- 
corded to our former ¢htef and that 
the chief of this department be held 
ipersonally and individually responsible 
for the conduct of the same. 

The resolutions were adopted without 
opposition, 
a'‘statement by Chief Cummings that 
recently members of the department 
had come to the conclusion that it was 
the board of firemasters and not the 
chief of the department who was di- 
recting the work and the members of 
the force. 

Formation of the force to take charge 
of the new engine house on North av- 
enue was brought up. In the past the 
chief of the department has been se- 
lecting the members of the company as 
ithe new stations were established, 

Then the manning of the new station 
wes brought up it was suggested that 
the chief should present to the board 
his selections for places on the force, 


the observation of Chairman Pearce 
called from thim dast night a statement 
touching the sftuation. 

Pearce Makes Statement. 


“Being a member of the board of 
firemasters,”” says Dr. Pearce, ‘and 
that, too, for more than @ year and a 
half, I wieh to say that the board hes 
never assumed the authority as has been 
printed this afternoon to, in any way, 
take away from the chief in the eslight- 
est the management. I want to say em- 
phatically that the chief has been in 
full authority to employ, to diecharge 
and to promote members of the Atlanta 
fire department as ‘he sees fit and that 
the board thas never assumed to itself 
the right to interfere in any manner 
whatever. That work has been eft 
wholly and entirely to his wisdom and 
to his discretion, So far as the dis- 
charge of the fireman mentioned in an 
afternoon publicaton concerned, it is 
only necessary for me to say that the 
fire poard, without an opposing voice, 
sustained that action of the chief. It 
wasn't incumbent upon the chief to put 
him back because we requested it. The 
truth is the boand would never have re- 
quested his reinstatement but for the 
fact that the chief said ¢o the board that 
he was an exceilent member of the fire 
forces of the city. 

“The resolutions adopted during the 
meeting ehows the absurdity of the idea 
that the board has fhe slightest idea 
of trying in any way to even take 
charge of the department; saying noth- 
ing of even robbing the chief, an ex- 
eellent man in -hia place.”

H. W. SMaefer, an agent of the 
Southern Express Company, and T. E. 
Maffett, alleged to be a representative 
of a Chattanooga liquor house, gwho 
were arrested Tuesday night by Offi- 
cers Shaw and Covington, it being 
charged that Schaefer had delivered 
whisky to minors, and that Maffett had 
identified them, were yesterday after- 
noon bound over to the higher courts, 
Schaefer waiving right of trial. Both 
men were placed under $500 bond. 

It is alleged that. Fred White and 
Theodore Harper, two boys under age, 
had ordered the whisky, and that upon 
their identification ‘by Maffett the 
whisky was delivered to the boys. In 
the course of the trial it was testified 
that Maffett hag on former occasions 
identified men who had consigned to 
them packages héld’-by the express 
company. The boys swore that they 
had not known. Maffett before, but had 
nad him recommended to them as one 
who would identify them, a thing 

which he without hesitancy did. 

Judge Broyles declared that it seem- 
ed that he was one of the persons who 
it {s alleged identify those ordering 
from out-of-town houses, 
enabling not only unknown persons to 
receive booze directed to them, but 
also making it possible for assumed 
names to be used in making orders. In 
order, if possible, to bring out more 
evidence to substantiate this belief, 
Maffett was bound over. 

In regard to the position of the ex~ 
press company, H. M. Smith, local au- 
perintendent of the company, declared 
that, while the company deplored the 
circumstances, it nevertheless attached 
no blame to their agent.

FROM-BOSTON 
TO KEY WEST 


Project ef Great Inland Wa- 
terway Discussed With 
_ Roosevelt, 


Washington, April 8—The project of 
a great inland waterway from Boston 
to Key West, Fla., was again. discussed 
with President Roosevelt today, mem- 
bers of the house from states interested 
being present. There were Representa- 
tives Moore of Pennsylvania, Smith of 
North Carolina, Goulden of New York, 
Wanger of Pennsylvania, Capron of 
Rhode Island, and Burton of Delaware. 
About a week ago a bill was intro- 
duced in the house, providing for @ 
survey for a sixteen-foot inland water- 
way from Boston to Beaufort, N. C., 
by Representative Moore, of Pennsyl- 
vania, who recently returned from a 
trip through Florida and portions of 
Georgia. At Savannah he met Secre- 
tary Straus, Representative Small and 
otherg deeply interested in the project. 

Mr. Moore informed Secretary Straus 
that from his investigation that .he 
believed it to be feasible to connect 
up the various waterway arteries, so 
as to permit of vessels going from Bos- 
ton to Key West. A Sixteen-foot chan- 
nel would not be necessary from Beau- 
fort, N. C., to Key West. It is now 
proposed to amend the’ bill recently 
introduced, so as to provide for a sur- 
vey of the entire Atlantic coast as far 
as Key West. The president repeated 
what he has so often deciared—that 
he feels a deep concern in the improve- 
ment of all waterways in this country 
‘that will aid im furnishing additional 
transportation.

the stock exchange today were a few 
thousand shares more than yesterday, 
but the price movement was evén more 
sluggish and undecided. The govern- 
ment report on the April ist condition 
of winter wheat and rye was made the 
vehicle for an attempted revival of ac- 
tivity. The publication of the govern- 
ment figures quickly revealed, however, 
that no new interest was stirred in the 
market by this.influence. Traders who 
had bought in anticipation of a good 
crop sold to take profits, and prices of 
stocks ran off, although the percentage 
of condition of wheat was fully as high 
as had been expected. The indifference 
of the stock market to this factor 
proved a disappointment to the trading 
element, and they fell back upon the 
Erie financial problem as the repressive 
influence on the market. There was no 
oo of any definite information 

uring the stock exchange session to 
show whether the plan was to become 
operative or not, but many varying 
Tumors were used in the attempt to 
move prices. The confusion of mind 
over the Brie conditions was enhanced 
by the intimation that the period would 
be extended for the assent of maturing 
notes to the plan. This removed the 
likelihood that the project would be 
declared abandoned immediately on the 
expiration, at $8 o'clock today, of the 
period set by the bankers for receiving 
all of the outstanding notes in assent. 
On the other hand, the dicussion arose 
of the position the.company would be 
in with the passing of the maturity of 
the notes without redemption. The 
notes sold off on the curb again to be- 
low 90. Reports of rains in Kansas of- 
fered newer conditions for the wheat 
crop than were reported by the agricul- 
tural department, and had more effect 
in sustaining prices. Foreign  influ- 
ences were in favor of’ higher prices, 
though in very moderate degree: Some 
distinct improvement in the investment 
tone was discernable, both in London 
and on the continent. 

The announcement of the merger plan 
for Mexican railroads, and the determi- 
nation of the Interborough Metropolitan 
to attempt a bond issue rather than to 
resort to short term notes gave an im- 
pression of some growth of confidence 
in our own investment situation.
